Meat in Lend-Lease 

There are many contributive factors to the 
shortage in meat which has rendered rationing 
necessary. 

Increased employment has meant more 
money to millions of the civilian population, 
with a resultant ability to buy more and better 
foods for their own consumption. Men engaged 
in active training for any of the armed services 
require, and get, greater supplies of food to 
replace the energy expended in hard physical 
exertion. There must be no stint of meats in 
the diets of men learning to be paratroopers, 
commando-fighters, air force personnel, etc. 

And, to a certain extent, we are shipping 
meat, as well as other foods, overseas to help 
maintain the health of our allies’ populations. 

However, there is one angle in regard to 
the meat supply that should be more widely 
known than it is. That is the meat factor in 
lend-lease supplies between ourselves and our 
British allies. 

We are sending a small percentage of our 
own meat production to Great Britain under 
lend-lease agreement. This is to increase the 
animal proteins in the carefully rationed and 
restricted diet of the British people, as a health 
maintenance measure. 

However, on. the other hand, we are not 
having to supply any meat whatsoever to our 
own men in service anywhere in Australia, New 
Zealand or the war zone which covers the South 
Pacific and all the islands there. The govern- 
ments of Australia and New Zealand are fur- 
nishing all this meat, as reverse lend-lease. 
And the amount of meat furnished by these 
allies of the antipodes to our men is consider- 
ably more than the amount we are furnishing 
to Britain. So that the balance is in our favor, 
as a whole. 

This is a striking illustration of the fact 
that lend-lease is a two-way convenience, and, 
while we send many supplies abroad, we our- 
selves receive many supplies from allies who 
have them to spare.

New Aircraft Carriers 

In a way it is to be regretted the real “ugly 
ducklings” of this war are on their way out, 
With the announcement last week that a new 
type of small aircraft carrier was in produc- 
tion, it is logical to assume they will replace 
the converted C-3 carriers this country has 
been using so far. 

These conversion jobs serve their purpose, 
but, not being designed for carrier service, they 
have many drawbacks. 

For one thing, they have a high silhouette, 
making them more vulnerable than they should 
be both from the standpoint of visibility and 
maneuverability. They are more or less un- 
wieldy and far too slow for anything except 
convoy or ferrying work. 

The new ships will have the requisite speed 
to operate as fleet carriers if necessary and 


undoubtedly have more protection against 


underwater, surface or air attack. 

They will replace the cargo-conversions, but, 
like any other “ugly duckling,” the original 
model will be missed.

Since under our law the senate must ratify 
any peace treaty following the war, it is essential 
and most desirable that there should be full 
accord between the President and the senate, and 
to avoid an experience similiar to that following 
the first World War, it is highly necessary that 
our Allies know before, hand that there will be 
no more scuttling “round robins” led by another 
Senator Lodge.

Europe, copied after our own American federation of states, are 
receiving renewed agitation as a result of the meeting in New York 
last week of the Pan-European conference. 

Par the conference were some of Europe’s most 

“ distinguished statesmen and diplomats, includ- 
ing former Premier of Belgium Paul van Zee- 
land, Milan Hodza, former premier of Czecho- 
slovakia; former foreign ministers of Spain, 
Italy, Norway and Finland, together with rep- 
resentatives of Britain, Denmark, Rumania, 
France, Greece, Austria, Switzerland and Lux- 
embourg. 

To most Americans the idea has a super- 
ficial appeal. We are accustomed to living 
peacefully among ourselves, with no barriers 
to interfere with the free movement of trade 
between the 48 states. 

Out of such a federation of once inde- 
pendent and sovereign states we have welded 
together the most powerful nation in the world 


and have created the most prosperous people. 


Why, we are prone to ask, can’t the European peoples forget 
their traditional antagonisms, adopt twentieth century methods, set 
up a single government, and live in peace with the rest of the 
world much as we do? 

The alternative seems to be that America, every quarter of a 
century, has to exert herself to save a continent which refuses to 
do anything to save itself. 


SEDUCTIVE APPEAL All of this has a seductive tone which 


warrants closer study before we are 
persuaded to incorporate any such scheme in our plans for the 
postwar world. 

The cardinal problem of any European. federation of states is 
that Germany, by virtue of her large population, her great indus- 
trial development, and her potential military strength, is capable 
of dominating the remainder of the continent. 

It would be somewhat comparable to New York state entering 
into a federation with Rhode Island, Delaware, Connecticut and 
some of the other smaller New England commonwealths. New York, 
with its greater industrial and financial resources, would be certain 


to dominate the situation, 

JUSTIFIED RELUCTANCE Most of the other European na- 
tions are unwilling to accept 

German supremacy in a‘ federation of the kind. In view of the 

declared German policy before and since the first World War, they 

have good reason for holding such an attitude. 

There can be little doubt that if Germany were allowed to 
achieve continental domination the other nations of Europe would 
have no guarantee that she would not use it exclusively for her 
own benefit and to the detriment of the other races. 

That is the declared policy of the Nazis now. It was the policy 
of imperial Germany under the Kaiser, and it has been a domi- 
nant factor in German psychology for the past hundred years. 
More than anything else, it is responsible for the two world wars 
of Germanic origin which have been inflicted on civilization during 


the past quarter of a century. 
NOT STRONG ENOUGH Left to their own resources, the 
smaller European nations cannot 
hold Germany in check. That would appear to be demonstrated 
well enough by now. But for the resistance of Russia the whole 
continent of Europe would be under German domination today. 
Given undisputed domination for a generation, the Germans 
would make Europe a source of supply for raw materials which 
would be manufactured almost exclusively in the Reich. 
To win the war and then set up a United States of Europe, 
therefore, would seem to invite she loss of the fruits of victory. 
Germany would be able to gaif through peace that which she 


unsuccessfully sought in war. 
DISTRUSTED BY ALL Before any solution of the European 
problem can be made in this direc- 
tion, it will be necessary for a change of attitude both on the part 
of the German people and their antagonists. The other nations of 
Europe genuinely distrust them. This is no less true of the French 
than it is the Italians, who, although they are Axis partners, have 
no use for the Germans. They were brought into the unholy 
alliance by Mussolini. 

Until the Germans develop a different attitude toward their 
neighbors, our continued interverftion in European affairs, in col- 
laboration with the British (and the Russians, if they are willing), 
will be necessary to maintain world peace. 

At a cost of what will probably be 200 billion dollars and more, 
we should have learned our lesson by now. They are the trouble- 
makers of the world who cam be relied on to keep the peace only 


by force and disarmament. 

DISORDERLY SECTION Ultimately, after a few genera- 
tions, perhaps, the German peo- 

ple may change their ways sufficiently to permit them to join in 

a federation of European nations comparable to our own Amer- 

ican system. But until then we cannot with safety proceed in any 

other way than to police them, much in the same manner as we do

ONE WORD MORE

TRAIN RIDE CHICAGO, Il., March 28.—One sees more from 

a train. It had been so long since I had ridden 
a train that I had forgotten that. From a plane one sees the vast- 
ness of things. 

From a train window. After waking in Kentucky three and a 
half hours late, and riding all day into Chicago, 
one may see some of the sidelights of the war. 

It was Saturday, and yet the little towns 
in Indiana and Illinois seemed empty. The 
crowds -that used to be at the stations along 
the way to meet persons on the train or just 
to see it come through, are gone. You remem- 
ber that their faces were young and that they 
had their cars parked thick about the station. 
You remember their laughter and their shouts 
as they greeted some one from the train. 

They aren't there any more. There are @ 
few old men. There may be a lone sailor, sol- 
dier or Marine. Maybe he has his mother or 
his wife or girl with him. There are a few 
old men about. Not many. And that is all. 

The small stations are empty. As the train moves on one may look 
up and down the main street of each town. It looks slowed up and 
half empty. And it is. The war has taken their people into camps 
and into war plants. 

The towns look lonely. And I guess they are. One knows there 

are many homes that are lonely. And some that will be lonely 
forever. 


WAR BUILDS War is a great destroyer. Yet it builds too. 
From the train window one may see great 
machines tearing holes in the earth to put down foundations for 


new buildings. 
One may see the new war plants themselves, with the heavy 


steel fences about them, and the signs warning against cameras 
and trespassing. 

Some of them are silent, with no sign of life about them save 
guards. You know that something of ordnance is there. No smoke 
is seen. No movement. In closed up, windowless buildings, some 
work goes on which in turn will destroy the life of some of our 
enemies. One sees new life, too. Men die at war. War produces 
new life. The nation’s birth rate is up. Walking through the 
Pullman cars one sees wives of young officers and of soldiers 
minding young babies. “I guess we'd have waited a while to have 
a baby,” one young lieutenant and his wife told me, “if we had 
got married in ordinary times. We'd have tried to save up some- 
thing, buy some furniture and get a start. But with war on you 


neyer know about that.” 

And one doesn’t. 

The highways, I think, are the most striking symbal, They are 
empty. Even in the states where one may get an extra gallon. of 
gas over what we may have in Georgia, the highways are empty. 

Now and then, of course, there were sudden flurries of hurrying 
trucks and an occasional bus. Once in a while some farmer's 
family bus was to be seen going into town for the Saturday shop- 


ping. 

That was all. 

The atmosphere on the train was different. There wasn’t much 
talk in the club car. Three men returning to Chicago in loud suits, 
Miami tan and bad grammar, talked about putts they had missed 
and bets they had won. 

After a while they seemed to feel the hostile stares of the others 
in the car and left, going back to a drawing room for highbals 
and a game of cards. 

Eight out of 10 men on the train had on uniforms. And with 
them and their wives wondering about the future it was not a 
good time to be tanned and to be talking of putts and bets. 


THE LAND Spring has not yet come to the rich, flat corn 

lands of Illinois and Indiana. The sun looks 
warm on the old corn stalks in the field and on the still-to-be-seen 
old furrows. Spring is on the way. 

There has been no spring plowing. The snows have melted. 
The rains have quit falling after a week of rain. Most of the 
rivers are out of their banks. The Ohio has flooded farm lands 
for miles and miles around Evansville. Deserted farm houses, 
with water halfway up to their roofs, dot the flood waters. Farm 
machinery and stock stand on the tops of hills.

A recent statement by Dr. Goebbels reveals the soul of Naziism 
as nothing else has done. 

Here it is: “If the day should ever come when we must zo— 
if some day we are compelled to leave the scene of history—we 
shall slam the door so hard that the universe will shake and 
mankind will stand back in stupefaction.” 

Evidently he spoke for all Nazi leaders, for none contradicted 
or rebuked him—and Hitler himself made a similar statement some 
years ago, 

To reasonable Americans, who are accustomed to majority rule 
—who accept the verdict of the ballot and co-operate with the win- 
ners for the good of all—the statement seems like a threat by a 
spoiled and hateful child. 

It is not a variation of the dreadful but reasonable “scorched 
earth” policy, which destroys properties that would strengthen the 
military forces of an enemy. Rather it reveals the warped men- 
tality of a rejected lover, maddened by jealousy, who kills the 
woman he could not win and mutters in explanation, “If I cant 
have her, nobody else will.” 

Goebbels’ threat, as primitive as a spear, reveals the character 
of Nazi leaders. They are not patriots, striving unselfishly to 
benefit their own country; they are not statesmen, sacrificing them- 
selves to build a better world for all mankind. They are greedy 
and heartless adventurers, looting and ravishing civilization for 
their own profit and glory, without a thought for the welfare of 
others; and when at last they are thwarted and cornered, they will 
try to avenge their defeat by wantonly destroying what they could 
not possess. If they cannot rule, they will ruin. 

Their last ambition, like their first, is beyond their capacity. 
They will fail in vengeance as in conquest. But the German army 
in retreat is a crippled, sullen, crazed and merciless beast. without 
restraint or compunction, and it will do what evil it can before it 
is run down and brought to justice. 

Goebbels is not making idle threats. He and his master and 
his fellow pirates do not think like normal men. Their last crime 
will be their greatest, if they can contrive it. They have no hope 


now except revenge for their failure.

There you 
will be given a certificate which will entitle you to another pair 
of shoes just as Coupon No. 17 in your War Ration Book No. 1 did.

be the only one to use the car. 


Rules Given in Changing 


Registration of Autos 

Yes. she should definitely apply for the gasoline in her own 
name, but before she does this there are a couple of matters she’l! 
have to clear up. 

First, she will have to have the registration of the car and thc 
tires changed from his name to hers, and then she will have to 
fill out, not a renewal form for her gasoline, but a first application. 

She fills out a first application because her driving won’t be 
exactly like her husband's has been, even though she is entitled to 
the same amount.

More New Cars Available 

When April rolls around, a few more Georgians will be able 
to do their essential driving in new automobiles. 

Georgia's quota of new passenger automobiles for next month, 
which was announced recently, provides for a slight increase over 
the number of cars which were available in this state last month. 

The new quota has been set at 1,070, while the number held in 
the Georgia reserve, whose purpose is to meet any needs which 
might arise in excess of the quota, will be 204.
